School overcrowding issues 
may return to voters March 28 


The Crawford AuSable School 
Board of Education is considering four 
options to deal with districtovercrowd- 
ing problems and it’s picked Satur- 
day, March 28, as a tentative date to 
place another bond issue election be- 
fore voters, 

In addition to current overcrowding 
at the elementary and middle school 
levels, the school board is ooking at 
dealing with projected high school 
overcrowding problems and current 
high school mechanical problems all 


with the March 28 bondissue election. 
The four options being considered 
by the board are: 
OPTION 1 
Return the same two propositions 
that were defeated at the September 25 
election. 

a. The first issue would be a 
bond issue for an additional 
elementary schoolat the Grayling 
Elementary and football field site 
withrelocation of the football field 
to the high schoot site.

Drunk driving laws will 


Tough drunk driving laws will start 
January ist, 1992, in Crawford County 
and Michigan. 

With the new laws: 

* Everyone arrested for drunk driv- 
ing will have their license destroyed 
by the arresting officer. 

* Fines will increase from $100 to 
$500 for the first offense. : 

* Fines will increase from $500 to 
$1000 for additional convictions. 

* Drivers convicted of Operating 
Under the Influence of Liquor or Drugs 
(OUIL or OUID) will receive a mini- 
mum 30-day mandatory driver license 
suspension, even for the first offense. 

* A second conviction of drunk 
driving will mean at least 48 hours of 
consecutive jail time or 10 days of 
community service. 

Drunk driving is the number one 
violent crime committed in Michigan, 
as wellas nationwide, according to the 
FBI. Research indicates that nearly 
half of all fatal motor vehicle crashes 
involve alcohol. The National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration estimates that over 

250,000 men, women, and children 
have been killed in alcohol-related 
motor vehicle crashes since 1980, and 
more than 650,000 people are injured 


each year because of drinking drivers. 

In Michigan, a coalition of traffic 
safety advocates have been 
instrumental in the passage of a series 
of lifesaving anti-drunk driving bills. 
Thenew laws will strengthen penalties 
for drinking and driving, allowing for 
“swift and sure” removal of a drunk 
driver's license. 


Now, drunk drivers will be 
responsible for their own actions. 
Drivers convicted of Operating Under 
the Influence of Liquor or Drugs 
(OUIL/OUID) willreccivea minimum 
30-day mandatory driver license 
suspension, without the possibility of 
arestricted license. Fines will increase 
from $100 to $500 for the first offense 
and for additional convictions, will 
increase from $500 to $1,000. The 
cost of getting your driver license back 
after a suspension has already 
increascd from $60 to $125, andcourts 
may order convicted drivers to 
reimburse state and local governmental 
agencies for costs.

The average cost fora Grunk driving 
conviction is about $4,000 piys 
increased insurance (up to three tes 
your current premium for a three-year 
period). Average costs include $530 
fine, $3,000 in attomey fees, and $125 
reinstatment fee. Additional costs 
would be about $250 for 
programs, which would include 
alcohol screening as well as trestment 
or rehabilitation, and/or alcohol and 
safety classes.

Emergency kit can aid stranded motorist : 


To stay warm, put on the extra 
clothing, wiap up in a blanket or use 
newspapers as insulation between skin 
and clothing, Gutowski said. 

If the car’s exhaust pipe is free of 
snow, ru the engine and heater for 
about 10 minutes every half hour. 
Make sure to crack the windows to 
avoid carbon monoxide poisoning. 

If the tail pipe cannot be cleared, 
light the candle and place it in the 
coffee can to create a small-scale 
furnace. Again, crack the windows 
slightly. 

Keep snow away from windows, 
doors and tail pipe and tie a brightly 
colored piece of clothing to the antenna 
toalertrescue workers to your location, 


Motorists who must drive in heavy 
snows also should consider purchasing 
tire chains, However, tire chains are 
prohibited on dry pavement.

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Michigan is a snowmobiler’s 
paradise, with the nation’s highest 
number of registered snowmobiles — 
206,000 ~~ and the third highest 
number of trail miles, according to 
AAA Michigan. 

“If Michigan's 4,900 miles of 
snowmobile tails were laid end to 
end, they would stretch farther than 
the distance from Detroit to Panama 
City in South America,” said AAA 
Michigan Community Safety Services 
Manager Jerry Basch. “And Michigan 
ranks third in: all of North America 
behind Ontario and Quebec in the 
number of registered snowmobiles.” 


Snowmobiling is big business in 
Michigan, with enthusiasts spending 


between $150 and $200 million 
annually on lodging, snowmobile fuel 
and oi! plus equipment, clothing, food 
and refreshments. More sledders run 
here each year, since approximately 
$1.7 million of the state gas tax and 
$750,000 to $1 million in snowmobile 
registration fees are spent annually to 
maintain, improve and expand 
Michigan trails. 

“This year, more connector trails 
have been opened, allowing 
snowmobilers to travel almost entirely 
across the state,” Basch said. ‘This 
linked network of wails has made it 
more common for snowmobilers to 
cover more than 100 miles each day.” 

But along with the pleasures of 
snowmobiling comes the danger of 


Snowmobiling is big business in Michigan 


accidents for those who don’t follow 
Jocal ordinances and drive responsibly. 
During winter 1989-1990, the last data 
available, 377 snowmobile crashes 
were reported in Michigan, resulting 
in nine fatalities, 313 injuries and 85 
cases of property damage. Alcohol 
was a known factor in six of the nine 
fatal snowmobile accidents. 

“Two of the greatest dangers to 
snowmobilers are operating a sled 
under the influence of alcohol, and 
driving with reckless speed,” reports 
Basch. 


AAA Michigan advises 
snowmobilers to adhere to the 
following safety tips for a pleasurable 
and safe snowmobiling season: 


*Avoid aicohol before and while 
snowmobiling, 


*Never follow behind another 
snowmobile too closely. Snow and 
sleet that sprays from the machine 
ahead could impair visibility. 

*Always wear a helmet. 

«Don’t snowmobile alone in 
wildemess areas. 

eCheck and maintain the steering 
mechanism and track. 

*Don’t snowmobile in snowstorms 
or Subzero weather. 

Carry a first-aid kit, compass, map, 
matches, an aluminum foil type blanket 
that reflects heat back to the body, 
snacks and dry socks. 

*Dress warmly and avoid loose 
clothing that could tangle in 
equipment. 

*Maintain reasonable speeds that 
allow constant control of the vehicle.

consolidated, with funding cuts 65-70 
percent, and proposed to be turned 
over to county administration. The 
counties, however, have refused to 
administer the programs at this 
drastically underfunded rate.

As you know, the Original idea for 
our national mottocame from the final 
stanza of the Star-Spangled Banner, 
Francis Scou Key penned the famous 
words, “And this be our motto, ‘In 
God is Our Trust,” in 1814, 

The occasion was the shelling of 
lort McHenry by the British during 
the battle of 1812. Francis Scott Key 
and John S. Skinner with permission 
from President James Madison were 
on board a prisoner-exchange boat 
where they were secking the release of 
William Beanes, The British forced 
Key, Skinner and Beanes to remain on

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Fires resulting from wood heating 
have declined in recent years, but still 
represent a serious threat to life and 
property in Michigan. 

Blazes stemming from wood stoves 
and fireplaces caused two deaths and 
13 injuries here in the state in 1990, 
according to a spokesperson for the 
insurance industry. Fires originating 
in the chimney resulted in one death 
and one injury. The total cost 
associated with these blazes exceeded 
$5 million last year. 

Wood heating fires increased 
steadily from the late 1970s to 1983, 
when the Michigan State Police Fire 
Marshal! Division reported 2,708 
wood stove and fireplace incidents 
and over 3,400 fires originating in 
chimneys. Since that time, these fires 
have decreased considerably. In 1990, 
there were 835 fires resulting from 
wood stove and fireplace heating and 
1,079 originating in chimneys. 

Terry Buckles, president of 
Michigan Association of Insurance 
Companies (MAIC), said the lower 
incidence of such fires is due in part to

“This positive wend also reflects 
greater public awareness concerning 
the dangers inherent with wood 
heating,” Buckles said. 


The nature of wood heating fires has 
changed drastically. In the late 1970s, 
when homeowners were just 
rediscovering wood as an energy 
source, improper system installation 
wasa leading cause of these fires, Last 
year, however, only about 15 percent 
of wood stove and fireplace and five 
percent of chimney blazes originated 
in this manner. 


Mechanical failure, including 
improper maintenance, is now the 
ieading cause of wood heating 
accidents. 

Creosote build-up is responsible tor 
many chimney fires. Dark in color 
and with an unpleasant odor, creosote 
is a by-product of wood burning that 
coats the interior of pipes and 
chimneys, If heavy deposits become 
very hot, they burst into flames. Use
